Kennedy that he saw no need 
for a platform promise to seek 
new civil rights laws. He said he 
felt the 1961 Civil Rights Act 
was broad enough to cover the 
party's 960 pledges in this field. 


Civil rights leaders in their 


testimony emphasized enforce- 
ment of the 1964 act and legisla- 
tion to provide more and better 
job oportunitles for Negroes 
rather than 
new civil rights 
measures.
